The reply filed on June 30, 2009 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicants' response fails to address several issues set forth within the Office action of March 31, 2009. Firstly, 
applicants' response does not address the "use temperature" of claim 1 1, as rejected under 35 USC 1 12, first and second paragraphs 
within paragraphs 1 and 3 of the Office action. Secondly, applicants' response does not address to what extent the claimed loss factor 
is dependent on temperature, as set forth within paragraph 1 of the Office action. Thirdly, the use of "type" within claims 14 and 20, 
as set forth within paragraph 3 of the Office action, has not been fully addressed. Fourthly, applicants' response does not address the 
upper end of the NCO value range of claim 8 exceeding the range set forth within claim 7, as set forth within paragraph 3 of the 
Office action. Fifthly, applicants' response does not address how the components of claims 8 and 9 are to be reconciled in view of the 
language or components of claim 7, as set forth within paragraph 3 of the Office action. Lastly, applicants have not addressed the 
improper reference to two different claims within claim 1 9, as set forth within paragraph 3 of the Office action. See 3 7 CFR 1.111.
